We regret to announce tho death of Ouptain 
Soymoar H. P. Dnaeros, of ILM.S. Constance, 
which took placa at Yokohama,on the morning of 
tho 28th May in the British Naval Hospital. ‘The 
Japan Matt vays:—Captain Dacrés spent three 
weeks in Mivanoshite after the arrival of ibe 
Constance at Yokohama, with the objeot of seak- 
ing roliof from.on illnoss from whieh he had beon 
euffering for some time. ‘Ihe baths, however, 
sapmed to afford little henafit, and on 19th May 
ho experienced a stroke of pnralysis which led 
his wedival adviser to order his removul to the 
Naval {Tospital ot Yokohama, where ho’ arrived 
tho following day.

The Echo publishes the following information 
regarding tha ontrage committed by a band of 
Yin-yung “ Wandering Bravos,” on the 16th in- 
stant, at the village of Yaug-keu, on the Min 
Rivor about 50 miles above You-ping. ‘These so 
called “ Braves,” constitute a scorot socioty which 
is composed of vagrabondas, disbanded soldiers, and 
teamen out of employment, they reprasent mon 
from Yin-chiu, Kisog-si, and Fuh-wan provinoas. 
and some natives of Fooohaw. They have a 
small yellow flag-and secret signs by which 
thay recognise esch other, Somo of those sigus 
arp a rad oloth, s particular pieco of paper, 
a double loop in the lower part of tha qnaue, and 
a turning under of the first:button of the upper 
garment next to theneck. From some tima pre- 
vious to the day of tho attack, “ protoction 
papera” wore offered among the pooplo fora 
certain gum of thoney, which being pasted on 
the ontside of tha house wonld. inkure against 
pillage. About one thicd of the village aro said to 
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have purchagod theso papers. :‘Lhe people were se 
confident of au attwR that or the- Loti instant 
they bogan sonding their familias away, and by 
the 6th nearly all had left. The officors. having | 
previously discoverad same of ‘the signs of the 
“braves” a police guard was ordered to ba sta- 
tioned at vaxions points. to examitio evary ou 
coming in or ont of the rillage, and ordered the 
poople not to harbour ‘any. strangor, oithoy in 
their homes, inns, or opium dons, so. that at dark 
onthe night of the 16th the village was olosad, but 
a groat many remained outside ou the hilly around. 
On the next day, over one hundred “brayus" 
wore discovered on the opposite side, of the river, 
and soldiors: wore sont to sarroand them, and 
eucesadad in capturing several of them including 
vinglender Wang, who enrried the little yellow 
flug, and ha was exeented on thd same day. Ono 
of the causes of the above trouble is said to be 
the sudden fall in the price of. tpa. At first it 
was seven taeli per picul, and ina fev days fell 
‘to three tasls, so that thare was no profit on tua, 
and large numbers of mon wore thrown out of 
employment. "This with tha disbanded soldiors 
and vagabonda, was aufficiont to oncourage them 
to organise for plunder. :
